Tus letter must be little more than a series of | 
obituary notices. Time has of late dealt harshly | 
with eminence. Another illustrious member of 
that band of great men, which lighted with singu- 
lar effulgence the first half of this century, has dis 
appeared. It is only five years since Germany | 
buried Savigny, and now she buries Mittermaier. 
True, both of them died in fulness of years; both 
had passed fourscore years—but does not worth’s 
departed hour always seem premature? Born in 
1776, he was made, ig his 24th year, professor at the 
University of Landshut, where he remained until 
its suppression in 1519. He then went to Bonn, 
where he remained two years. In 1821 he moved | 
to Heidelberg, and there remained until his death. 
He devoted himself entirely to law until 1830. 
The revolutions of that year opened to him the doors 
of the Baden Chamber of Deputies, of which he was 
at once made President ; and it was while he was 
President of that body he uttered the memorable 
words which thrilled Germany: “ No budget with- 
out liberty of the press.” He insisted the army 
should swear fidelity to the Constitution; he abol- 
ished the last vestige of torture, the bastonnade, 
used in Germany to wring confession from accused 
persons ; he introduced oral proceeding, public ses- | 
sions of courts, trial by jury, separation of govern- | 
ment and justice into Germany. I could not give 
you a list of his works for want of space. He was 
a most prolific writer. He had, at the outset of his 
career, vehemently opposed trial by jury. Further 
reflection and study convinced him he was in error. 
He publicly confessed his error, and zealously ex- | 
erted himself to introduce trial by jury. He was 
elected President of the Voxparliament of 1848, and 
Vice-President of the first German Parliament. He 
was accused of weakness as a politician: “ Mitter- 
maier,” said a German public man, “devoted him- 
self to discover an amicable arrangement between 
‘yes’ and ‘no.’ When counter-revolution blasted 
the hopes of German patriots, Mittermaier returned 
to his professor’s chair, and remained in it until a 
few months ago. He worked until his dying day. 
He publicly and earnestly opposed Count de Bis- | 
mark’s military policy, and made his motto: | 
‘ Law before brute force.’ ” 

You will not be surprised to hear M. Charles 
Baudelaire is no more. He died of general para- | 
lysis, which had for nearly a year kept him in a| 
state of semi-idiocy. As I gave youasketch of his | 
career and character when he fell, and when it 
seemed each hour would be his last, I shall not 
draw them again.

Or making school-books there seems no end ; but 
in making good ones there is still room for improve- 
ment. Such an instance of improvement comes to 
us in the shape of a “Great Outline of Geography 
for High Schools and Families, by Theodore 8. Fay, 
from the press of G. P. Putnam & Son of New York.” 
The author says there is need of still another geo- 
graphy, because a large and simple enough circle of 
geographical knowledge is not generally taught. 
For instance, if a young student who has completed 
his geographical course is asked what cougtries a 
traveller passes through from Hammerpest to Ho- 
barton, or why the Tropic of Cancer is drawn just 
where it is, or why the atmosphere is hotter in 
summer and colder in winter in the southern hemi- 
sphere than in the northern, or many similar 
questions, his answers will conclusively prove that 
there is room for another geographical school-book. 
This room the present volume seeks to fill, and 
from a cursory glance we think it is well adapted 
to its purpose.

Dr. Lord’s object seems to be to attempt to trace 
out those elements of Roman civilization, in their 
varied aspects, which since the fall of the city have 
passed into new combinations and been propagated 
among other peoples. There are fourteen chapters, 
each devoted to a distinct subject, and it is sought 
to make each chapter an entire and complete résumé 
of its particular subject. The leading topics are the 
conquests of the Romans, the wonders of the city, 
their art, constitution, jurisprudence, literature, 
philosophy, scientific knowledge, ete.
